Maney, both of Oklahoma City, 
from taking any further steps in 
disposing of assets of the company, 
and seeks appointment of a re- 
ceiver. 

Colcord is president of the Purt- 
tan corporation, and holds a like 
office in the North American com- 
pany. Maney {sa director in both 
companies. 

George J. Breaker Jr., attorney 
for Schmitz and other stockhold- 
ers, today stated the Puritan com- 
pany was organized in 1921 as a 
Delaware corporation, with an au- 
thorized capital stock of §$3,000,- 
000, to develop 5000 acres of Texas 
oil leases held by Maney, C. F. 
Colcord, and a brother, Ray Col- 
cord, who is a director of the 
North American Corporation. Of- 
fices of both companies are in Ok- 
lahoma City. 

The stock had a par value of $1 
and shares totaling $1,300,000 were 
issued, Breakér said, including 
$500.000 invested by persons in St. 
Louis, Kansas City and other cities. 
The remainder, he said, represent- 
ed stock issued to the Colcords and 
Maney in payment for leases they 
were to transfer to the company. 
This stock issue gave the three 
men control of the Puritan corpo- 
ration. 

Charges as to Leases. 

Schmitz’s petition charges the 
defendants failed to transfer the 
leases to the company, although 
522,230 shares of stock had been 
issued to them. He asserts that 
on Oct. 156, 1921, he bought 10,000 
shares of stock cn the representa- 
tions of the defendants that the 
leases would be transferred to the 
Puritan Corporation and be devel- 
oped by ltt. 

It is charged that C. F. Colcord 
and Maney, as president and di-
